SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY, 
Antiquity of Bridges. — The first 
bridges were of wood, and the earliest 
of which we have any account was 
built in Rome 500 years B.C. The 
next was erected by Julius Caesar for 
the passage of his army across the 
Rhine. Trejan's great bridge over the 
Dinube, 4770 feet long, was made of 
timber, with stone piers. The R mans 
a'so built the first stone bridge, which

are of remote origin. A Chinese, one

A double chloride of alum 
inum and sodium ts formed, which is 
decom posed and ‘the alaminum eet free 
is d-posited oa the negative - lectrode 
It is claimed that the important result 
of cheapeniog the manufacture of 
aluminum may be accomplished by 
this method. 

In recent eXperiments the average 
erushiow force resisted by red bricks 
was 6830 pounds per square inch. 

Bricks 
suppor ing about one-seventh of this 
load—or 63 toms per square foot— 
have been accepted as safe for high 
towers if still ugeracked. Atthe bse 
of the tallest briek structure in exist- 
ence—the famous chimney of 420 {vet 
in hemht at St. Rotlox, Glasgow— the 
pres-ure is calculated at 6670 pounds 
per square foot. 

Brainain Tertuary Times.—Ina paper 
on the size of the brain in «extinct api 
malts, Prof. Marsh, of Yale College, nas 
brought forward the remarkable fact 
that in the race for life during past 
ayes the survival of any particular 
group of animals depeoded on the 
stze of their brain as compared with 
that of their qontemporaries of the 
same c'a-s. Brains won then, as pow, 
and the brain éf animals rushed wut

A fine -keieton of the sea-cow ( Rhy- 
tine gigas) bas just been procured from 
Betuing’s Islacd for the British Mu 
seum. As recently as 1741 this large 
but harmiess animal, messuring some 
thir'y-five feet in length and weighing 
from three to four tone, was quite 
abundant off the shores of Alasks ana 
Kam-chatka, but has now besome to 
tally extinct, 

An account of the “Anemogene,” an 
apparatus for imitating the great 
movements of the earth's atmosphr re, 
has been given to the French Academy 
of Scieuces. By means of thas instru 
ment, which takes th form of a min- 
inture revolving globe, the trade winds, 
ascending and descending currents, 
and other normal atmospheric phe 
nomena, are reproduced. 

Cases of lead-poisoning in Paris 
have beed traced to bread and flvur, a 
miller baving filled up certain holes in 
bis miil stones with lead.

Artificial Petroleum-—The action of 
superhe atcd steawn on molten cast-irop, 
rich in carbon, has yielded a product 
ifentical with the hydrocarbons, form- 
ing crude’ pretroleum. Berthelot 
thinks this di-covery offers a pos-ible 
explan stion of the origin of petroleum, 
viz:. Sea-water p-netrates fis ures to 
depths where the earth is very hot, 
forming superheated steam, which, 
coming in contact ‘with melted iron 
rich im carbon, is decomposed into 
hydrogen and oxygen. The oxygen 
unites with the tron to form oxide of 
1rop, and the bydrogen combines with 
the carbon, the re- ulting hydrocarbons 
passing in & gaseous state to rock - 
strata suitable for their condensation 
as oil.

THE BEAUTIES OF DECORATIVE WORK. 


‘| How to Make Home.(ife Attractive -A Few 


of the Many Simple Ornaments 
Easily Obtained. 


There is nothing more suggestive of 
the “whited sepulchre” than houses 
with unbroken white walls, every 
room spotiess and staring at its in- 
mates with that dead, blank whiteness 
taut chills, while it is suggestive of 
lonliness and vacancy.

5° | have, now and then, seen walls which 


were as attractive as paintings—which 
were really works of fine art, never 
tiring to the eye, and against which 
pictures stand out with all their sev- 
eral points made prominent by the 
fitting and appropriate background. 
When tis possible, those whose lives 
are iargely spent at home should bave 
the most attractive surroundings. The 
little home-world should be made to 
expand into beauty, and it should have 
the charm of variety. With the story of 
every work of real art within its walls 
the child should be made familiar. 
Through the Madopas he should be- 
come atquainted with Raphael and 
Leonardo, with Perugino and “«rnar- 
divo Luini. Through statuary should 
be taught to the child the history of 
sculpture. The names of the great 
masters should be familiar to him. 
The history of the ages of art are 
told in stone. What vast distance 
lies between the veriod when 
a Graeco-Roman school of sculpture 
was founded and the age when 
Michael Angelo lived and wrought 
into marble the sugyestion of the in 
finite; Setween the rude paintings of 
primitive art asd the glorious con 
ceptions of the great masters; bet ween 
the humble alphabet of art and the 
graod forms, the tragedies, and the 
histories traced by the brush in the 
hands of the world’s renowned paint- 
érs. Every noble statue, every truth- 
ful paintiog has an educating power 
over the mind of the child who -ir 
trained to interpret its meaning. Of 
the roof of the Sistine Chapel at 
Rome one of the most learned men in 
Europe said, “I have sp ot thirty years 
mm studying it.” The figures painted 
there are not mere outline and color, 
but the “mothers of ideas, the em- 
bodiment of eterna! beings.” They 
are voiceful of intelligence, and seem 
ready to cry out with humana lips. 
Among the fine statuary of to-day, 
which we fod in many bomes, is th: 
well-known “Kogers’s Statuary.’ In 
many of these you find twid in the 
mute yet powerful eloquence of atti- 
tude and expression, some of the 
most pathetic stories of war of 
the rebellion. No intelligent child 


-| looking at these but would imagine 


their fneaning. They would be to 
him a most interesting text-book of 
history How freely in these, too, 
are to.d the idyl of Rip Van Winkle’s 
loug slumber, and the wonder of bis 
waking.

A person in these days, when really 
fine works of art are multiplied by so 
many processes, can gather together 
without a very extravagant outlay a 
choice cullection of pietures for 
the home. Photography has dose 
much tor art-lovers, and one can look 
upoo the world as it is, and upon the 
duplicates of the master pieces of 
stulpture and archiicture through 
the «ye of the stereoscope. Steel en- 
graviogs and chromos supply pictares 
that are secondary only to the best 
productions of the eas 1, and our walle 
may be made attractive with these, 
aod full of the lessous of beauty and 
of story. -I havea picture—a five, 
large eograving —that speaks to me as 
eloquently a+ the simple story in the 
gospel of the great tragedy of the 
Crucifixion. It is a copy of Dante's 
work, “Christ Leaving the P: wto- 
rum.” The whole story of the mock- 
ery of that trial before Pilate, of the

The stand.should be 
painted with varnish, in colars to suit 
the taste of the decorator. A stork 
aud a palm tre, a marsh or water 
seene with a frog leaping across, or & 
dick flying through the reeds OD & 
river bank, are suggestions.

materially lessened by the adoption of 
the fcllowing among other principles 
and measures: 

1. Allowing summary judgment 
upon negotiable instruments unle-s 
when the defendant is permitted by 
order based on affidavit to interpuse a 
defense.

6. Imposing penalties for the iotro- 
ductioa of irrelevant matter into the 
records,

The resignation of Messrs. Eaton 
and Gregory, of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, which were banded to the Ex- 
ecutive during the carly part of Octo- 
ber, 1885, left two most important 
positions to be filled. The name most 
frequently mentioned to fill the place 
left vacant by Dorman B. Eaton, is 
that of Charles R. Codman, of Boston, 
Massachusetts. = peakiog of the report 
which was circulated, that he had been 
appointed by the President to the 
Civil Service Commiuse1on, Mr. Codman 
said: “I have had conversations with 
the President on the subject, and have 
given him, what I consider, sufficient 
reasons why he should not offer the 
position to me. The President has not 
made me the off-r and probably never 
will make it. In spite of this, how- 
ever, it is generally eonceded that Cod- 
man can have the office if he wants it. 
There is, perhaps, no position within 
the power of Mr. Cleveland to bestow 
that would be so unsatisfactory, to use 
amild term, to the appointee as this 
one. The salary is small, and the abuse 
which the newspapers heap upon the 
incumbent make hia position anything 
but a pleasant one. There is a move- 
ment op foot, however, to have the sal- 
ary raised by Congress in the next 
session, so that it will be worth while 
for a citizen of the best ciass to fill the 
post. (Mr. Codman has since declined 
the place.)

Under the above pretentious caption 
@ correspondent sends to Colman’s 
Rural Word, St Louis, a lot of fiction 
concerning California. He avers that 
he was employed in the orchards and 
vineyards of Ellwood Cooper, the well- 
known manofacturer of olive oil, four- 
teen miles from Santa Barbara, for six 
months, and was very glad to return to 
Missouri. (Probably Eilwood Cooper 
was glad tohave him do so.) This 
disgruntled correspondent makes the 
astonishing announcement that ‘‘almost 
every day the sun may be seen, ex- 
cepting in the morning, when the heavy 
fog hides it until 10 o'clock, during 
which time a good coat is needed.” 
That depends largely upon whether the 
laborer is a “rustier’’ or a ‘‘rester.”’ 
Some of the able-bodied fellows -who 
engage too continucusly in the familiar 
occupation of heavy sitting around on 


the ranchos where they are em- 
ployed to work, might even 
need overcoats to keep their sing:

“The weekly mortality list in San 
Francisco shows a greater number of 
deaths from consumption than any 
other city of the same population in the 
United States. Se much for the ex- 


hilarating climate of California.’’ This 
is simple quess-work or sheer reckless- 


ness. Itis a notorious fact, based upon 
gathered medical statistics, that the 
highest death-rate from consumption 
in any part of the United States is foand 
in New England, where the rate is 
_ twenty-five per cent. of all the deaths 
from disease. The raie decreases grad- 
ually as you go westward, until the dry 
pisins of New Mexico are reached, 
where the rate falls to three percent. 
It rises alittle when the Pacific Coast 
is reached, but California shows only 
about one-third of New England’s 
Geath-rate from consumption, and 
would show still less were it not for the 
well-known fact of the presence among 
her populativn of so large a proportion 
of invalids from other States. So much 
for mortality ‘‘facts."" He 
then dips into borticultural history and 
works off the following “rot:” ‘Pear 
andapple trées bad both fruits and 
blooms, but the fruit, fair in size and 
appearance, is so insipid in taste as to 
be unworthy of being eaten. Visiting 
; the fruit stores iv San Francisco, 
not find a single orange 
worth eating.” These allegations 
are such utter strangers to trath 
that we shail not ev n attempt the 
role of introducer: the parties cannot 
be brought together.

THE EVENING POST ON THE SITUATION. 
New York, Nov. 4.—The Evening 
Post says: “When the full figures of 
yesterday's vote in New York are re 
ceived they will make an unusually in- 
teresting study. At present it is possi- 
ble to consider only pluralities for the 
State as a whole. These show plainly 
that af the vote for Davenport in the 
State at large ha! been as Tall as it was 
in this city and Brooklyn, he would 
bave been elected. He was, in fact, 
defeated by what bas always been con- 
sidered the Repablican—strongbold of 
the State—the portion north of Harlem 
river. Hill's total vote in this city falls 
over 9000 behind Cleveland's and 
Davenport's falls over 4000 bebind 
Biaine’s.

Tamany Hall came off victor- 
ious, and is correspondingly jubilant.

Fiack (Tammany) 67,750, Goebel (Re- 
publican) 65,999, Keenan (County 
Democrat) 62,392.

The complexion of the newly-elected 
Board of Aldermen will be seven elected 
by the county Democracy, eight by 
Tammany Hall and five by the anited 
Democracy, with four Republicans. 
The members elected by the united 
Democracy are of county Democracy 
antecedents. Of the three Ooroners 
elected, Levy, Nugent and Demarest, 
the two first-naned were Tammany 
Hall candidates.

on Superior “ourt, Sedgwick, Republi- 
can; Cemmon Pleas, Bovk-tone, 
Tammany and a strovg Republican:

Wayne, 
ludiana, Civil Service Commissioner, in 
place of Dorman B. Eaton, resigned, 
aud William J. Trenholm, of Charles- 
ton, South Carolma, in place of John 
M. Gregor, resigned. r. Edgerton 
was in early life a clerk in a mercantile 
house in Sew York City, but, while still 
@ youg man; removed to Northern Ohio 
as agent of the Nortbern Land Com- 
pany. He setved four years in Ovn- 
gress as a Democrat, and was financia! 
agent of the State of Uhio, with apn 
an office in New York City, In 1858 be 
moved to Indiana, and in 1875 was the 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, Vice-President Hendrick» 
being the candidate for Governor, 
They were both defeated, As a Demo- 
erat Edgerton refased to suppor! 
Greely in 1872, and came within 
six votes of being nominated for 
Vice-President on the O'Conor 
ticket over Jobn Quincy Adams, Jr. 
He was nominated as straight- 
out Democratic candidate for Governor 
of Iediana, but declined in letter 
which urged ail Democrats to support 
Mr. Hendricks, aod the latter. was 
elected. For filteen years he bas been 
unanimously elected by the City Coan- 
ceil of Fort Wayne a6 President of the 
Board of Educauon in that city, and by 
appointment of ex Governor Porter, as 
Lirector of Pardee University.

Consequently 
it has cort about two thirds of a cent per 
day per inmate. 
What has it cost to furnish the old 
veterans—many of them worthy men— 
with their only luxury—tobaceu’? Thirty 
ceate per day, or about one-third of a cent 
per day per man. If the late Grand 
Jary hed seen, as I have, one of the in-

All orders for hospital supplies are 
made io duplicate, and ove is kept ina 
stub-book st the hospital. All goods 
delivered at the hospital are accompanied 
by statements, which are com 
with the order in the stub-book 
Every povnd of meat that is pur- 
chased, as well as sugar and groceries 
generally, is weighed, and a record is kept 
by the steward, and at the end of each 
month the steward and myself compare 
each item on the monthly bills with the 
stubs, with the statements that are sent 
with the goods, and with the record of 
weights that has beep kept by the steward 
The bills then pass into your hands for 
further scrutiny.

_| Rambles in the “ Rich City of 


the True Cross,” 
WHERE CORTEZ ROBBED AND RAIDED. 
The Ancient Town and the Modern City 


Contrasted—The Famous Fortress 
of San Juan de Ulloa. 


(@PRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF TER TIMES.) 

Vexua Cauzr, Mexico, Oot, 15, 1485.— 
For some unaccountable reason it is pot 
the fashion in this city to ride in car- 
riages, nove but the demi monde indulging 
im that pleasant practice. A respectable 
Vera Cruzana would no more be caught 
in any sort of vehicle, except the com- 
mon borse-car, than she would be seen 
entering the doors of a bagnio; there- 
fore, all our explorations in and around 
this bot old town must be made on fovt, 
though the sua shine never so flercely. 
However—happ.ly for sight-seers—the 
city is small, the pavements excellent, 
aud « tramway passes the principal 
points of interest. 

The present city of Vera Cruz—which 
till recently was the capital of the State 
of the same name.-was founded near the 
close of the sixteenth ceutary by the 
Spauish Vice-King, Count de Monterey, 
and was raised to the rank of ‘‘city’’ by 
Philip III exactly two buadred and sev 
enty years ago. The original town, which 
Cortez founded and called ‘*La Villa 
Rica de la Vera Oruz,”’ (the Rich City of 
the True Cross), lies several wiles north 
of this port. Both are io the midst of 
an aril plain, whose desert are 
waabed by the stormy galf on one hand 


i} avd bounded op the other by low, bar- 
‘| ren hills. 


It is a» common remark that 
the copaueror should have set ap his 
**True Croas’’ at Anton Lizardo instead 
—s point about fifteen miles to the 
southward, where is the only really good 
barbor ou the Gulf of Mexico. 

The first Spaniard who landed updn 
this coast was not Cortez, as many sup- 
pose, but Grijpalva, who came in 1518 on 
* trading expedition fitted out by Veles- 
quez, then Goverpor of Ouba; so 
cessful was be ip trafficking wich the 
simple natives as to obtain more than 
fourteen thousand dollars’ worth of goid 
dast in exchange for few worthless 
trinkets. This profitable veutnre so 
stimulated the cupidity of the enterpris- 
ing Velesquez that the fullowing Year be 
fitted out a much etpedition and 
gave the command of it to « brave but

Says Prescott: ‘*Lit- 
tie did the conqueror umagine that the 
desolate beach op which he first p!anted 
his foot was one day to be covered by # 
flourishing city, the great mart of Euro- 
pean and Oriental trade, the commercial 
capital of New Spain!"

*| Mexico's commerce passes through the 


port of Vera Ornz, the custom—house 
recuipts averaging about $800,000 por 
mouth. The ecity—whose census foots 
ap to @ little less than seventeen thous- 
and—is walled by pearly three thous- 
and metres of Madrapore rock, taken 
from the bottom of the sea, and the 
ramparts are stadded with numerous 
fortifications. 

The grim old castle, San Juan de 
Ulloa, is fast crambling to decay on its 
rocky wland just outside the harbor. 
Though no longer valued as « fortress 
against modern munitions of warfare, it 
is still the most dreaded prison in 
Mexico. Such history as clings to this 
worthless pile! At tne risk of our lives 
we went to see it, tossed over the treach- 
erous waters in « row-boat; and when 
arrived at the island—suitabiy escorted 
aud armed with the open sesame of a 
pass from the Governor—we poked our 
Yankee noses iuio the very deepest and 
darkest dungeons. Another visiting 
party were less fortunate than we, for 
they, returning two boura later, were 
overturned by a squall and four of their 
nami r perisbed. 

About half a century after the Span- 
iards invaded Aztec soil, they built this 
fortress to confirm their power, and 
from first to last it is said to have cost 
no less than forty millious of dollars. 
In 1603, when Vera Cruz was sacked by 
the English corsair, Nicholas Agramont 
(ineited by the murderer, Lorencillo, 
who was condemngd to death at Vera 
Cruz, but had d to Jamaica), the 
castic was entirely destroyed and more 
than seven millions were carried off. In 
1771 the Marquis de ja Croix, then Vioe- 
roy of Mexico, remitied to the govern- 
ment a million anda half of dollars to 
again put San Juan in a state of de- 
fense; and the mighty bulwarks which 
still remain attest the labor then be 
stowed upon it. In 1822, after the war 
of independance was over, San Juan de 
Ulloa was the only stronghold of Spanish 
power that remained iu Mexico, ite gar- 
rison being frequently reicforeed by 
troops from Havana. The bombard- 
ment of the city and the defense of the 
castle, which lasted for two years, is 
familiar history. Zavala, that furious 
Republican, says: ‘‘The Spaniarus bad 
to conten’ with both gods and men; 
baving against them buoger and sick- 
ness, the fire and balls of the enemy, an 
angry sea covered with reefs, a burning 
atmospbere, and above all, being totally 
ignorant as to whetber they should ever 
receive assistance.’ It will be remem- 
bered that the long-looked-for aid ar- 


ced | rived within an hoar after the capitala- 


tion; but had the armada from the 
motber country appeared in time to 
save the little garrison, the ultimate 
result must have been the same. The 
surrender of the fort on September 15th, 
1824, signaled] the joyful fact for Mex 
ico that Spain relinquished her last 
hold to any spot of soil on this conti- 
pent... 

Of its latest assault by the French 
squadron, nearly fifty years ago, the 
journals of Fracce have not yet ceased 
boasting, nor of the capitulation of the 
famous fortress, which they cal! ‘‘The 
St. Jean d’Acre of the New World.” 

Of course the fist thing we did upon 
arriving at the Isiand of Ulloa was to 
go straight to the spot where Cortez is 
supposed to have landed first on Mezi- 
can soi!, and to plant our feet as nearly 
as possible in the footsteps of the great 
Admiral. When he commenced the 
conquest, he transported his boats to 
the :nouth of the Antigua river, where 
he set up the cross and iounded La 
Villa Rica de la Vera Cruz, before com- 
manding his vessels to be sunk and 
beginning bis murderous expedition 
into the interior. 

The dungeons of San Juan de Ulloa, 
where prisoners are confined to-day, are 
dark, damp and horrible beyond descrip. 
tion. They tell us that the lowest 
cells, through which restless tides ebb 
and flow at regular intervala, are no 
longer used; bal it is nevertheless « 
fact that wretched creatares bave spent 
weary years there, in which every day 
was a struggle for life; till at last, worn 
oat with the effort, they drowned in the 
total darkness, like ratsinabhole. Of 
all the cadaverous, hungry-eyed and pit- 
iful-iooking objects in human guise it 
was ever my ill fortane to meet, the poor 
prisocers of San Juan are by far the 
worst. Not only are they nearly staryed, 
and most of them are confined in 
densest darkness—in foul, vermin-in- 
fested dungeons, green with slimy 
mold, dripping with dampness and 
generating deadly diseases—but on the 
slightest pretext, ur to gratify the spleen 
of the keepers, the helplces wretches 
are thrown into the undergreund vaults 
and forced to fight for their lives with 
the tide. 

Vera Crozis probably the cleanest 
city of ite size in the world. Twice in 
every twenty-four hours the streets are 
swept as tidy as a parlor Joor. Through 
ite gutters—which are dug down both 
sides acd the middle of every street— 
water runs al! day, asin the Holland 
villages, and every night they are thor- 
ongbly washed of all impurities, The 
city has some thirty schools, two hos- 
pitala, an almshouse, orphan asylum, 
cathedral, casio, several charmingly- 
ugly old churches, a number of guod 
hotels, a branch of tbe Banco Nacional 
Mexicano, foundries, gas-works. cigar 
factories, electric lights, and, in fact, 
is nearly spoiled for 
seers by too many so-called ‘“‘modern 
improvements."’ Among the most note- 
worthy of its ancient land-marks is the 
oid church of San Francisco, which is 
now used asa publiclibrary. Scattered 
around among the books in its dim and 
quaint interior are a number of tombs,

Jus: back of the Alameda—which is 
n beautifal promenade, with its long 
lines of towering cocoa palms and rows | 
of adobe benches—is a remarkable old 
church, built by Cortez immediately 
after the conquest. The splendid mar- 
ket-place called La Pinza del Mer- 
cao, was erected nearly filty years ago, 
at a cost of $100,000, Llere our daily 
supply of Cuban aguecates, for salads, 
in procured, and the finest fruits the 
tropics can produce. Hundreds of 
mocking-birds and top knotted car- 
diesls obo the general din, and yeliow- 
headed parrots, with marvelous singing 
and talking powers, can be bought for a 


io is no end of fine shops in Vera 
Cruz, bat, owing to enormous duties, 
the prices are ludicrously bigh. For 
instance, a common woolen ‘‘Jersey,”’ 
tha: in the United States costs not more 
than $2(50, cannot be bought here for 
lees than $40; while the duty on ready- 
made clothing is 145 per cent. 

The municipal palace, with its ar- 
cades and lofty tower upholding a trans- 
ppesent clock, makes an elegant appear- 

ance on the eastern s'de of the public 
square. Directly in front of it lica the 
loveliest of plazas, called ‘La Conat!- 
tucion,”” whose flowery walks are 
shaded by pslus aod Indian laurel, 
and where military bands play every 
evening tothe Amazonian merwaidens 
of stone that grace its central fountain. 
The old Coliseum, which was destroyed 
by fire in 1811, is now replaced by « 
commodious theater. The craze for 
cleanliness bas ruined most of the an 
-cient casas and churches by too frequent 
renovations, All are spick and span 
With fresh paint and gilding; even the 
{.t-legged saints and po-legged chera- 
bim carved in stone upon the walls, 
have brand new stucco dreases which 
tay, perbaps, be better for the public 
health, but is death to artistic beauty. 

The two-storied houses of plastered 
adobe are tinted pale green, pink, yellow, 
blae—all with blinds and balconies of 
darker greev.” Every balcony is shaded 
by long canvas curtains, generally 
white, or striped red and white, wbich, 
flapping loosely in the wind, present 
such an arance it is Bo 
wonder that Mrs. Grant was heard to 
inquire, on the occasion of her firet 
visit here, why so many people had 
their blankets out! 

Vera Cruz is an exceptionally gay 
city, and its asure—lo citizens 
are forever giviug brilliant baila and 
attending operas, and otherwise 
disporting themselves, regardiess of the 
fact that death is constantly gathering 
a harvest, with Yellow Jack for the 
reaper. And yet, despite the mirth 
and music, it must be confessed that 
the ancient city is somewhat melancholy 
and forlorn, with its grass grown streets 
and the ba of huge sapilotes 
(black buzzards) that are perching 
everywhere. To kill one of these 
scavenger birds, whether purposely or 
by seccident, means a fine of five dollars, 
though they swarm io countless num- 
bers, like vultures upon a field of 
battle. Whea ‘‘northers” blow—which 
is about three-quarters of the time— 
then the Oity of the True Cross is 
delabre indeed! Fierce winds that shake 
the strongest walle of solid stone, sift 
into the houses clouds of fine, flea- 
infested dust, fur the native soil bere- 
abouts is full of the most vicious and 
diabolically-active little insects that 
ever tortured the haman cutis.

MORTICULTURAL. 
The Olive and the Fig. 

Sacramento Bee 

We are irclined to agree with th: 
Fresno Republican that the two fruits 
destined to ultimately take the leal in 
California (exclusive of the grape) are 
the olive and the fig. Elwood Cooper, 
of Santa Barbara, who has had fifteen 
years of very successful «xperienc in 
olive culture, advises us that the olive 
1s the most profitable tree of which he 
has any knowledge, provided it be 
kept free from insects. The olive de- 
mands constant caré, and also patience, 
as it tak: s five years to come iato bear- 
ing, but the returns hardly fail to be 
sacirfactory. Several years ago some 
olive orchards in the southern part of 
the State were uprooted, on account of 
the ravages of msect pests, Dut the 
men who, like Cooper, persisted in the 
battle with the bugs, found that the 
enemy could be successfully com bated 
Numerous olive orchards are being 
planted this season in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and in some of the central 
counties ot the State. Mark McDon- 
ald, of Santa Rosa, has just let a con 
tract for the planting of ene hundred 
and thirty scres of olives. As for the 
fig, it has long been known that the 
proper varieties for drying were not 
obtainable, The black fig is good, bur 
is ansalable on account of its color. 
The long-sought variety has been dis 
covered in tue White Adriatic. It has 
been grown at Fresno with the most 
gratifying success. This variety is 
said to produce a fruit for drying 
equal in all respects to the finest im- 
ported 


The Fickleness of Growers. 

The Anaheim Gazette thus refers to 
the tendency of fruit growers to 
change from one kind of fruit to 
another, as the markets fluctuate: 
“That paragraph which we copy re 

rding the uprooting of orange trees 
towns, recalls the time 
when, discouraged by the low prices 
of wine and grap: s, vines were up- 
rooted all through this vicinity aod 
Orange trees planted ia their stead. 
, Whea the whirligig of time brought 
” grapes up and took oranges down the 
trees were uprooted and vines took 
their place. “But though the probabil 
ities are that it will be some years be- 
fore there will be a retura to the high 
prices obtained of late years for grapes 
end wine, tbere is no fear that the 
foliy of uprooting the trees will be 

repeated—unless it is to make room 
for more valuable varieties. These 
fluctuations in supply sad demand are 
unavoidable and must be expected; 
“and if there is any greater fallacy than 
to assume that any product will bring 
continuously satisfactory prices, it 1s 
to drop into the other extreme when 
there 1s a general depression and hoard 
the gloomy rfi-ctiun that there wiil 
not be a revival.

POULTRY. 


Let the Chicks Buost Early. 

One will be suprised to see the 
rapid improvement in chickens *0on 
after they take to the roost. Wheo 
they buddi- they are an easier prey to 
the coop louse, for they will orcupy 
the corner, and the louse will, through 
the day, take to the cracks in the cor 
ner of the coop and under the edge ot 
the coop, aod atenight swarm on 
them to sap their life blood. We re 
cently saw a hen in a faocier’s yard, 
early in the morning, that we remarked 
was dying from lice, aud probably had 
‘been driven from her pest or p: eh by 
their depredations upon her. We 
caught her, spriokied ber feathers full 
of Persian insect powder, rolled her up 
in & newspaper for twenty minutes. 
When we unrolled and showk her, I do 
not stretch the truth wheo I say that 
there was a full teaspoonful of these 
red coop lice, their skins full of her 
blood. Now, bow long can a ben ibve 
to lose a teaspoonful of blood 
day, coupled with the tremendgu- 
nervuus irritation they must suljjict 
her to? Ino putteng the young chifk- 
to roost, by setting the end of the 
roosts in sockets of kerosene to pre 
vent the lice reaching it, We Can «ee 
that they must be far better off and 
their growth more rapid in conse. 
quence. The ben in question gained 
nearly two pounds in s veoteen days 
after the treatment aliuded to above. 
and the fowl-house was treated to & 
w of kerosene and fumigation of 

rned sulpnur. The louse is small,

GENERAL FARM TOPICN. 


Cider. 

“The first step in the process of 
m.king good cider of good quality, 
that will keep, is to obtain apples of 
the right kind. Good cider cannot be 
made from poor, half-ripened and de- 
cayed fruit, and, as a general rule, ap- 
ples should be selected that will yield 
& juice rich in sugar without an undue 
amount of acid, and which, afte? active 
fermentation, will clanfy spontane- 
ously aod keep well without the addi 
tion of any considerable amount of 
foreiga substanccs. What are called 
sWeet apples usually coutaln too much 
saccharive matier lo proportion to th 
acids, and the juice ferments rapidly, 
but dees pot clear well, and therefore 
is difficuit to keep. Sweet apples, 
may, bowever, be mixed with acid o: 
very sour Varieties, and by mingling 
the juice you will improve the quality 
of the cider. Tomake a long keeping 
arucle, always del .y the operation un- 
til cool weather, in order to insure a 
rather siow fermentation, but in al! 
cases the frait should be gathered ago 
spread in barn, or at lesst uoder 
cover, where it will become thoroughly 
dry and somewhat mellow before be 
ing crushed. All spoiled fruit should 
be removed, for it not only imparts » 
_ flavor to the cider, but prevents, 
at least impedes, clarifie tion. 
W hen the juice 1s expres-ed, it should 
be carefully strained ard run into 
clean tasks or barrels, aud thea stored 
in & shady, moderate!y cvol piace, but 
not kept so cold that fermentation 
will be prevented. The buogholes 
should -be left open. and the casks 
kept quite full, ie order that the froth 
and flue pulp that rises to the top may 
runout. After . few days, or as soun 
as active fermeotation ceases, the cider 
should be “racked off” into clean casks 
or barrels that have been previously 
sulphured with what is called a coop- 
er’s match. The barrels containing the 
racked cider may be'stored in a cool 
cellar and left to mature and ripen 
Uf course the buog should ve driven 
io When the casks are placed ia the 
cellar; The following spring the cider 
may again be racked off, if necessary, 
«ad bottled if a sparkling cider }- 
wanted. If the juice of the apples i- 
too weak to make an article that will! 
keep, it may be strengthened by add- 
ing sugar or about one and a half gal- 
loos of good brandy or whisky to exch 
hogshead of cider. Bottlers often add 
spints or ten pouods of sugar per 
hogshead, to(give body and strength 
Sometimes the. cider does not clarify 
read iy, and it is necessary to add isin 
glass or eggs,and then allow it to rest 
for two or thiree weeks before tecking 
of. A pint of skimmed milk per bar- 
rel will answer for finings, except when 
the cider is| very cloudy and of low 
grade. Cider made in cold weather 
ferments muéh more slowly @han when 
made in warm, but it is far more 
vasily managed.”
